Cataclysmic drama, crowded with 
ancient and modern catastrophes 
and resounding with sound effects 
and dialog, entertained the film 
colony audience that thronged fo 
see and hear the launching of 
“Noah's Ark” on the screen of 
Hollywood’s Chinese theater.
